No  deaths  are  recorded  from  Influenza  this  year,  but  there  were 

ten  certified  as  due  to  Pneumonia,  and  it  is  a noteworthy  fact  that 
only  nine  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received.  Last  year  the 
attention  of  practitioners  was  called  to  the  fact  that  Pneumonia  was 
a notifiable  disease,  but  it  seems  to  have  been  disregarded.

There  are  a certain  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  which 
are  not  notified  before  death.  The  reason  for  their  non  notification 
is  inquired  into,  and  in  all  cases  the  reason  given  is  that  the  prac- 
titioner thought  that  the  case  had  been  notified  either  by  the 
Pensions  Officers  or  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Notification  of  Tuber- 
culosis is  fairly  efficient  in  the  district,  and,  as  stated  above,  over- 
lapping is  the  usual  cause  of  its  failure. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  there  has  undoubtedly  been  a large  number  of 
severe  cases  of  Herpes  ; a very  large  proportion  of  these  have  been 
of  course  of  the  Intercostal  type,  but  at  the  same  time  other  nerves 
have  been  frequently  affected. 
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SUMMARY  (FOR  REFERENCE)  OF  NURSING  ARRANGE. 
MENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

There  are  two  district  nurses  in  the  Borough,  and  their  services 
are  much  appreciated,  and  both  of  the  two  nurses  do  a great  deal  of 
work. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  provision  is  made.  When  Measles  was  made  notifiable  an 
attempt  was  made  to  get  voluntary  help  in  the  nursing  of  these 
cases.  The  experiment  was  not  very  successful. 

Neither  of  these  two  nurses  are  provided  by  the  Local  Authority, 
but  are  financed  by  private  associations. 

There  is  one  midwife  paid  by  the  Authority  through  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  Committee. 

There  are  12  midwives  practising  in  the  area.  A list  of  these 
qualified  midwives  should  be  supplied  to  every  doctor  practising  in 
the  district.  At  present  they  have  no  means  of  knowing  whether  or 
no  any  particular  nurse  is  certificated. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTHES. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  by  the 
Authority,  and  at  the  same  place  a school  clinic  is  held.  Both  are 
doing  a great  deal  of  work.  The  accommodation  is  sufficient,  but  is 
not  excessive,  and  there  is  not  much  room  for  expansion.  The 
building  is  an  old  private  school  in  Boutport  Street. 

The  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  centres  are  each  run  at  g,  Castle 
Street.  They  are  provided  by  the  County,  and  subsidised  as  far  as 
the  Venereal  centre  is  concerned  by  the  Ministry.  The  accommo- 
dation is  ample. 
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HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDIZED  BY  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY, 
OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

1.  Tuberculosis. — There  is  one  hospital  at  Hawley  for  this  disease. 

It  is  provided  by  the  County  Council- 

2.  The  only  provision  for  Maternity  Cases  is  at  the  North  Devon 

Infirmary,  where  some  few  cases  needing  operation  are  ad- 
mitted. 

3.  Children. — There  is  a ward  at  the  same  hospital  for  children 

This  hospital  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

4.  Fever. — The  Council  provide  a hospital  for  infectious  cases.  It 

is  an  old  prison  converted  to  its  present  use,  and  is  not  a 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  difficulty.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  several  of  the  neighbouring  authorities  do  not  provide  a 
joint  hospital  for  a combined  district. 

5.  Small  Pox. — The  Urban  and  the  Rural  Councils  between  them 

rent  a field  and  possess  two  tents  to  enable  them  to  deal  with 
an  outbreak  of  this  disease  should  it  occur. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases.  One  is  provided. 

(bj  Accidents  and  other  cases.  The  North  Devon  Infirmary 
has  one  which  is  at  the  service  of  the  public  for  private 
use  on  payment. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

All  necessary  examinations  are  con  iucted  by  the  County  Council 
free  of  charge  to  practitioners,  if  such  examination  is  to  do  with  any 
infectious  case.  This  arrangement  is  of  great  help  to  the  doctors, 
and  much  use  is  made  of  it. 

Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  is  provided  free  by  the  Authority. 
The  free  issue  of  Anti -Influenza  Vaccine  has  not  been  much  used  in 
this  area.

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  tny  first  Annual  Report  to  the 
Urban  Sanitary  Authority  for  the  District. 

Since  my  appointment  in  June,  1921,  I have  carried  out  system- 
atic inspection  of  the  Borough.  There  were  120  complaints  received 
with  regard  to  nuisances,  all  of  which  were  investigated,  and  where 
necessary  abatements  have  been  effected. 

The  drainage  systems  of  47  houses  have  been  entirely  recon- 
structed, and  properly  intercepted  and  ventilated.  In  q cases  drains 
were  repaired.  In  several  cases,  where  drains  of  different  houses 
were  connected,  the  Council  became  responsible  for  a portion  of  the 
combined  drain.  In  this  district  a large  number  of  houses  belonging 
to  the  same  owners  are  not  separately  drained. 

From  time  to  time  I have  found  drainage  work  carried  out 
without  my  being  acquainted,  and  in  consequence  work  has  been 
done  without  any  supervision.  Frequently  I have  found  that  sanitary 
defects  exist  which  were  due  to  the  improper  manner  the  repairs 
were  carried  out.  Bye-laws  are  necessary  requiring  that  notice 
should  be  given  in  order  that  the  work  can  be  properly  inspected. 

During  the  year  42  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing- 
Regulations.  The  principal  defects  w'ere  insufficient  light  and  ven- 
tilation, absence  of  food  cupboard,  defective  drains,  dampness,  absence 
of  proper  receptacles  for  house  refuse,  and  dirty  rooms. 

21  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
in  18  cases  closing  orders  were  issued.  These  houses  are  situated 
chiefly  in  Green  Lane,  and  were  unoccupied  at  the  time  the  closing 
orders  were  made.  These  houses  are  at  present  a harbour  for  rats, 
and  a great  improvement  will  be  effected  by  their  demolition.  The 
acute  shortage  of  small  houses  prevents  the  occupiers  from  vacating 
premises  which  are  really  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 

526  visits  were  made  to  Slaughter-houses  and  Butchers’  Shops. 
There  are  6 registered  Slaughter-houses  within  the  Borough,  of 
which  5 are  privately  owned.  No  seizure  of  unsound  food  occurred, 
but  1 have  found  a willingness  on  the  part  of  owners  to  surrender  to 
me  after  my  inspection  carcases  and  organs  diseased  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Slaughter-houses  are  far  from  satisfactory,  and  more  strin- 
gent bye-laws  are  necessary  for  the  proper  control  of  these  premises. 

Slaughtering  on  unlicenced  premises  was  discovered  at  three 
different  premises,  and  owing  to  the  offending  parties  being  igmorant 
of  the  law  relating  to  such  slaughtering,  caution  was  given  in  each 
case.

COMMO.N  LODGING  HOUSE. 

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  situated  in  Belle  Meadow» 
and  frequent  visits  at  irregular  intervals  have  been  paid  to  this  habi- 
tation for  poor  persons,  and  as  a rule  the  premises  are  kept  in  a clean 
condition.  I have  fixed  new  room  tickets  specifying  the  size  and 
the  number  of  beds  and  occupants  permitted. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  4 Offensive  Trades  (2  Fellmongers,  i Gutscraper,  and 
I Tallow  Melter),  and  2 Marine  .Stores  are  situated  within  the 
Borough.  In  three  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  request  certain 
alterations  regarding  paving  and  closet  accommodation,  and  this' 
work  has  been  carried  out. 
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DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  43  Dairies,  Cow-sheds  and  Milk-shops,  and  frequent 
inspections  of  these  premises  have  been  made.  The  Dairies  are  kept 
in  a clean  condition,  but  in  many  cases  the  Cow-sheds  need  improve- 
ment with  regard  to  paving.  Two  Dairymen  and  one  Cow-keeper 
were  registered.

In  a number  of  cases  minor  alterations  were  found  necessary, 
and  verbal  notices  were  given  to  repair  and  also  to  limewash  the 
work  places.  I have  found  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  work  done. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Since  my  appointment  under  the  above  Acts  in  November  I 
have  taken  10  samples  of  milk  for  analysis,  all  of  which  were  found 
to  be  genuine. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

60  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  investigated,  and  action  taken 
for  the  proper  isolation  of  each.  75  rooms  were  fumigated,  viz.  : — 

In  every  case  of  Tuberculosis  removed  to  Sanitorinm  the  room 
occupied  by  the  patient  has  been  fumigated. 

53  lots  of  bedding  were  put  through  the  steam  disinfector,  which 
is  worked  by  Symons.  In  a number  of  cases  inspected  bedding  was 
sent  from  adjoining  districts  to  be  stored,  for  which  a charge  was 
made. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

There  were  24  licenses  issued  in  respect  of  premises  where 
Petroleum  Spirit  is  stored,  and  2 for  the  storage  of  Carbide.  All 
these  premises  have  been  inspected,  and  in  5 cases  certain  alter- 
ations were  found  necessary,  which  were  immediately  carried  out.

During  the  year  a Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Veneral  Diseases 
has  been  started  by  the  County  Council  at  9,  Castle  Street. 

Seventy  cases  have  been  treated  there  during  the  nine  months 
which  the  Clinic  has  been  opened. 

Sessions  are  held  for  women  at  4 p.m.  on  Fridays  ; for  men  at  8 
p.m.  Fridays  and  4 p.m.  Tuesdays. 

It  is  undoubtedly  a misfortune  that  it  \v.as  not  started  at  the 
North  Devon  Infirmary.  In  so  small  a town  as  this  the  fact  that 
only  certain  diseases  are  treated  at  9,  Castle  Street,  does  keep  away 
some  persons  who  would  otherwise  attend. 

Evidence  has  been  produced  to  show  that  some  who  should  be 
under  treatment  are  receiving  none  ; either  from  a Clinic  or  from 
private  doctors  while  some  prefer  to  incur  the  expense  (which  they 
can  ill  afford)  of  a journey  to  Exeter. 

A few  practitioners  have  attended  the  Clinic,  but  their  numbers 
are  insufficient  to  justify  any  hope  that  before  long  all  practitioners 
in  the  district  will  be  on  the  list  for  receiving  N.A.R.  free  for  their 
private  use  from  the  Ministry.

SCHOOLS. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  report  on  the  School  Work  for  the  year 
1921,  January  ist  to  December  31st. 

1 .  — Staff. 

There  is  no  change  from  last  year. 

2. — Co-ordination. 

[a]  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. — The  arrangements  remain  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  close  co-ordination  between  the 
M.O.H.  and  S.M.O.  continues. 

{b)  There  are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the  area. 

THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO  PURLIC 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 


3. — School  hygiene. 

There  is  nothing  fresh  to  report  under  this  head.  The  Ashleigh 
Road  School  bears  out  what  one  had  felt  about  it  ; it  is  in  every  way 
a great  improvement. 

4. — Medical  inspection. 

(a)  Age  groups  examined  have  been  : 

Entrants,  aet.  5 
Intermediate,  aet  8 
Leavers,  aet.  12 

{b)  These  groups  have  all  been  examined  on  School  premises, 
between  9 a.m.  and  1 1 a.m.,  and  still  it  is  necessary  in 
most  schools  to  use  a class  room  or  the  Headmaster’s 
room. 

(c)  Crippling  Defects. — The  same  arrangements  as  in  1920. 

[d)  Very  little  disturbance  of  School  arrangements  occur.

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.—Findings  of  medical  inspection. 

(a)  Uncleanliness, — There  were  only  14  cases  of  Uncleanliness 
referred  by  the  S.M.O.  on  routine  inspections.  The 
School  Nurse  on  her  visits  to  the  Schools  has  on  different 
occasions  found  284  children  suffering  from  nits  and 
vermin,  most  of  these  cases  being  nits  in  the  hair  of  girls. 
This  sounds  a lot,  but  these  are  not  284  individual  chil- 
dren, many  of  them  being  examined  on  more  than  one 
occasion;  also  there  are  not  many  extreme  cases;  also  owing 
to  extra  time  at  the  Dental  Clinic  the  Nurse  has  not  been 
able  to  supervise  the  children  to  the  same  extent  as  in 
the  previous  year.  No  cleansing  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Authority.  It  has  generally  been  sufficient  to  exclude 
the  child  for  a few  days  and  warn  the  parent. 

{b)  Minor  Ailments. — There  have  been  200  cases  of  Minor  Ail- 
ments treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  This  is  fewer  than 
last  year. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — There  have  been  61  cases  of  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids  referred,  31  of  which  have  received  oper- 
ative treatment  and  3 other  forms  of  treatment.  Only 
those  needing  urgent  operative  treatment  are  pressed  to 
have  Operation. 

{d)  2'uberculosis. — The  closest  co-operation  still  exists  between 
the  T.M.O.  and  the  S.M.O.,  and  Dr.  Swann  has  always 
been  most  ready  to  examine  any  children  I have  sent  to 
him. 

(f)  Skin  Disease. — There  have  been  during  the  year  18  cases  of 
Ringworm  of  Head,  but  all  these  occurred  during  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  and  have  been  cured.  To  my 
knowledge  there  are  no  children  of  the  Elementarv 
Schools  at  present  away  from  School  owing  to  Ringworm 
of  the  Head. 

The  X-Ray  treatment  has  been  successful  in  every 
case,  and  has  well  repaid  the  Authority  by  the  rapidity  of 
the  cure  and  the  stamping  out  of  what  threatened  at  one 
time  to  be  a serious  epidemic. 

Scabies  have  almost  absolutely  disappeared.  There  are  a 
few  obstinate  cases  which  keep  cropping  up,  but  it  is 
extremely  rare  now  to  find  a fresh  case  of  Scabies  in  the 
Schools.  Only  2 have  been  found  during  the  year. 

( / ) Eye  Disease. — There  is  little  external  Eye  Disease. 
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{g)  Vision. — There  have  been  58  cases  of  Defective  Vision  re- 
ferred to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  during  the  year. 

(h)  Ear-  Disease. — No  cases  of  Ear  Disease  were  referred  at  the 
Routine  Examinations,  but  there  were  20  treated  at  the 
School  Clinic  during’  the  year.  These  were  cases  mostly 
of  “ Running  Ears,”  which  are  kept  under  observation  by 
the  S.M.O.  and  treated  by  the  School  Nurse. 

(?)  Dental  Dejects. — See  Dentist’s  Report  under  para.  8. 

(j)  Crippling  Defects. — There  are  5 attending  the  Elementary 

Schools.  One  of  these  has  been  very  much  improved  by 
operation,  and  can  now  get  about  without  a special  boot. 
This  was  a case  of  old  Infantile  Paralysis,  with  consequent 
wasting  and  deformity  of  foot.  The  others  are  kept  under 
observation. 

(k)  Infectious  Disease. — The  .same  arrangements  hold  good  as 

last  year.  There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  in  the 
year.  No  Schools  were  closed  for  Infectious  Disease. 
There  threatened  to  be  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  the  holidays  intervened  just  after 
the  first  few  cases,  and  it  did  not  develop.  A letter  has 
been  addressed  to  all  Medical  Officers  in  the  town  asking 
their  co-operation  in  the  obtaining  of  a Negative  Swab 
for  all  Elementary  School  children  suffering  from  Diph- 
theria before  they  are  sent  back  to  School.

Dear  Sir, 

lam  pleased  to  report  a great  improvement  in  every 

way. 

Compared  with  1920,  the  number  of  attendances  at 
the  Clinic  has  increased  from  312  to  869,  while  the  per- 
centage of  those  refusing  treatment  has  fallen  from  23  to 
10. 
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Furthermore,  the  great  prejudice  against  fillings 
which  I experienced  last  year  has  been  practically  over- 
come. and  this  year  I have  done  178  fillings  against  29 
last  year. 

I must  thank  the  Education  Authority  for  procuring 
me  the  necessary  apparatus  tor  the  administration  of  a 
general  anaesthetic  (Nitrous  Oxide).  We  have  held  two 
very  successful  gas  sessions. 

Referring  again  to  the  figures  given  above,  1 would 
point  out  that,  although  the  number  of  attendances  has 
increased  by  3 times,  and  the  number  of  fillings  (which 
take  at  the  very  last  |hr.  each)  by  6 times,  the  number 
of  treatment  sessions  has  little  more  than  doubled,  and  I 
am  now  working  at  the  limit  of  my  capacity. 

It  is  quite  apparent  to  me  that  it  is  impossible  to 
treat  all  the  ‘‘  routine  ” cases  in  the  year.  Children  from 
5 to  8 years  old  were  seen  la.st  year  ; this  year  these  same 
children,  a year  older  {i.e  , 6 to  9 years),  and  the  new  5- 
year-olds  were  examined. 

Next  year  all  these  children  will  again  be  examined 
plus  the  new  5 year-olds,  and  so  on,  the  children  being 
followed  up  during  their  whole  school  career  Thus  in  a 
few  years  time  all  the  Elementary  School  children  of  5 
and  over  will  be  under  my  care. 

At  present  a proportion  of  my  time  is  taken  up  in 
treating  “ special  ” cases  (f.«.,  children  outside  the  routine 
ages  who  are  suffering  from  toothache  or  obvious  dental 
defect).  These  will  automatically  decrease  as  the  routine 
age  advances. 

In  conclusion  1 would  like  most  sincerely  to  tender 
my  thanks  to  the  School  Nurse  for  her  invaluable  help, 
and  to  the  teachers  for  their  cordial  co-operation.

From  this  report  you  will  see  that  the  Education  Authority  has 
sanctioned  the  giving  of  anaesthetics  to  necessary  cases.  This  year 
there  has  been  two  sessions.  The  S.M.O.  has  given  the  gas,  and  all 
the  children  have  been  examined  by  him  just  previous  to  the  ad- 
ministration, and  if  unfit  have  been  sent  home. 

The  sessions  have  been  held  in  the  School  Dentist’s  room  at  the 
Clinic,  and  have  been  most  successful. 
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Twelve  children  in  all  have  been  so  treated.  The  wishes  of  the 
Authority  having-  been  followed,  in  that,  only  the  worst  cases,  which 
would  cause  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  child  without  an  anaesthetic, 
being  chosen.  I should  like  to  speak  here  of  the  absolute  confidence 
of  the  parents  and  children  in  the  work  done  at  the  Clinic  under  this 
head.  It  is  becoming  not  so  much  a difficulty  to  get  the  children  to 
the  Clinic  for  dental  work  as  it  is  to  prevent  some  of  them  coming 
too  often.  There  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  children  do  not  fear 
dental  work,  but  very  soon  come  to  realize  the  relief  from  pain  that 
they  derive  from  their  attendance. 

10.  — Open-air  education. 

Children  are  still  being  sent  by  the  T.M  O.  to  the  Open-Air 
School  at  Torrington.  These  are  generally  cases  of  Suspected  Tuber- 
culosis, General  Debility,  and  Malnutrition.  They  have  all  benefltted 
by  the  change.  The  average  length  of  stay  is  3 months. 

1 1. — Provision  of  meals. 

Carrying  on  from  1920.  on  the  re-opening  of  the  Schools  the 
Provision  of  Meals  was  continued.  An  average  of  74  per  day  were 
fed  at  an  average  cost  of  3|d  a day  per  head. 

The  food  was  excellent  One  meal  a day  was  provided. 

The  low  cost  was  owing  to  the  larae  amount  of  voluntary  assis- 
tance that  was  forthcoming.  The  meals  and  children  were  inspected 
at  regular  intervals  by  the  S.M  0.,  and  a great  improvement  was 
noticeable  in  the  general  condition  of  the  children.

The  teachers,  as  always,  are  invaluable  to  the  work  of  Medical 
inspection,  and  I cannot  speak  too  highly  ot  the  courtesy  and  assist- 
ance which  1 always  receive  from  all  the  School  staff  in  the  town. 

15.  — Co-operation  of  school  attendance  officer. 

This  Officer,  as  before,  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  School 
Medical  Service.  He  continues  to  have  the  confidence  of  the  parents 
and  the  medical  profession  of  the  town,  and  his  tact  and  assiduity 
are  of  the  greatest  help  in  every  department  of  my  work.  All  the 
departments  work  in  the  closest  co-operation  and  with  absolute  good- 
will. 
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1 6.— Co-operation  of  voluntary  bodies. 

The  N.S.P.C.C.  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  S.M.O.  in  his  work. 
The  present  Inspector  is  in  close  touch  with  the  S.M.O. , and  is  always 
most  willing  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  him.

(i)  Defective  Children. — There  has  been  in  operation  during  the 
year  a special  class  for  dull  and  backward  and  border-line 
children  at  Grosvenor  Street  Class  Room.  The  S.M.O. 
has  during  the  year  examined  some  15-18  of  these 
children  by  means  of  mental  tests,  and  has  to  report  that 
in  his  opinion  a very  large  number  of  these  children  are 
in  reality  feeble-minded,  and,  strictly  speaking,  should  be 
in  a special  residential  school,  but  they  are  for  the  most 
part  quiet  and  well-behaved  and  amenable  to  discipline, 
and  some  of  them  are  quite  good  at  manual  work.  They 
will  never  make  good  scholars  however  much  education 
they  have,  but  some  of  them  will  make  good  working 
men  and  women.  To  the  ordinary  observer  these  children 
would  show  little  wrong,  but  to  the  trained  observer,  and 
especially  to  the  medical  observer,  it  soon  becomes  ap- 
parent that  there  is  a definite  flaw  in  the  working  of  the 
intelligence. 

(c)  Epileptic  Children, — There  are  no  cases  of  Major  Epilepsy 
in  the  Elementary  Schools  or  staying  away  from  school. 
There  are  one  or  two  cases  of  doubtful  Petit-Mal,  which 
the  S.M.O.  is  keeping  under  observation.
